Contributory Negligence 
Of Employee Defeats 
Employer's Indemnity 

Claim 


Contributory negligence of the 
plaintiff who sues his employer 
in an action under the Federal 
Employer’s Liability Act will de- 
feat the employer’s third party 
claim or cross claim against an- 
other for indemnity or contribu- 
tion, though it does not defeat 
the employee’s action against 
the employer. This was the hold- 
ing of the U.S. Court of Appeals 
|for the Third Circuit in Ken- 
|nedy v. Penn. R.R. v. U. S. Steel, 
|No. 12870, opinion by McLaugh- 
|lin, C. J. filed Jan. 28, 1960. 


In the action before the court 
| plaintiff conductor was injured 
while working on a train of his 
employer Penn. R.R. which was 
being operated over a_ track 
owned and maintained by U. S. 
Steel. The injury was alleged, 
and was found by the jury, to 
have been caused by the defec- 
| tive condition of the tracks or 
roadbed and the Penn. R.R. was 
|therefore found liable for fail- 
ling to provide plaintiff with a 
lreasonably safe place to work, 
pom the right to indemnity 
| 








from U. S. Steel. 

| Pointing out that plaintiff’s 
ponies against his employer was 
governed by Federal Law, under 
which contributory negligence 
of the plaintiff was no defense 
but went only to mitigation of 
damages, while U. S. Steel’s lia- 
bility was governed by state law, 
under which contributory negli- 
gence was a complete defense, 
the court held that to deprive 
|it of this defense would be an 
unwarranted extension of its 
liability merely because it had 
been brought in as a third party 
under the Federal Fules in the 
;employee’s suit. It ruled, ac- 
cordingly, that it was error for 
the trial court to refuse to 
|charge that contributory negli- 
gence of the plaintiff barred re- 
covery over by the Railroad 
against U.S. Steel.

If the issue before the Director 
was one of law, his decision is 
reviewed just as if he were a trial 
judge, and he is reversed or af- 
firmed cccording to whether he 
was mistaken or correct in the 
No “discretion” is involved. 
The second class in which no dis- 
cretion is involved is cases in 
which the Director was called up- 
on to decide disputed questions 
of fact. In such cases his decision 
is reviewed accordingly to deter- 
mine whether there was sufficient 
evidence to support his findings 
of fact. The third class is those 
in which the appeal to the Direc- 
tor is from action taken by the 
local agency which involved the 
agency’s discretion.

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The very title you are about to examine may

more. Contrary to the law in 
some states our law permits mun- 
icipalities to forbid taverns and 
package stores altogether. In this 
class of cases the Court will recog- 
nize the Director’s expertness and 
experience, but the strength of 
the presumption of the correct- 
ness of his decision thus engen- 
dered varies with the degree of 
the expertness involved, which in 
turn depends on the subject mat- 
ter. In some cases that deference 
might make his judgment almost 
conclusive, while in others where 
the court can evaluate the issues 
as well as the Director, the same 
degree of deference is not accord- 
ed. 

Failure to recognize the spirit 
and legislative policy of the stat- 
ute under which an administra- 
tive agency functions may be suf- 
ficient reason to reverse its ac- 
tion. Such is the case here. The 
primary purpose of the act is to 
promote temperance and to be 
remedial of abuses inherent in 
liquor traffic. Because of these 
purposes there is a fundamental 
distinction between the power of 
the Director when a license is de- 
nied by a municipality and when 
one is granted, because refusal 
cannot lead to intemperance nor 
to any of the other evils the act 
is intended to prevent. 

The transfer of a license into 
an area in which there are none 
is in the same category as the 
issuance of an original license.

| Requirements For 
Extending Time To File 
Income Tax Returns 


| The United States Treasury 
|Department has requested John 

R. Kelly, President of the New 
Jersey State Bar Association to 
bring to the attention of the 
lawyers in our State certain new 
requirements relating to exten- 
sions of time for filing individual 
tax returns. 

The new requirements are 
contained in Treasury Decision 
6436 and are effective for the 
taxable years beginning after 
December 31, 1958. 

After this date, every individ- 
ual requesting an extension of 
time for filing his income tax 
return will be required to furnish 
all the following information: 

1. Why he needs more time. 

2. For how long. 

3. Whether he filed and made 
timely payments on any re- 
quired Declaration of Esti- 
mated Tax for the year (new 
requirement). 

Whether each of his re- 
turns for the last three years 
was filed on time or within 
an approved extension (new 
requirement). 


We must understand that the 
Internal Revenue Service, in 
fairness to the millions of tax- 
payers who file their returns on 
time, must do everything reason- 
ably possible to insure that ex- 
tenions are granted only when 
there is a real need for more 
time. These new items of infor- 
mation are for the purpose of 
enabling the Service to do a bet- 
ter job of carrying out this re- 
sponsibility.

Although a new form (Form 
2688) for requesting extensions 
on individual income tax will be 
available at internal revenue of- 
fices, letters or other informal 
written applications for exten- 
sions will continue to be accept- 
able provided they contain the 
necessary information and are 
signed by the taxpayer or his 
duly authorized representative. 
Applications for extensions of 
time for corporations will con- 
tinue to be made on Form 7004 
as in the past.
